SUCCESS 

'in high school the normal load is four courses. When the high 
school graduate reaches college and registers, he finds it necessary 
to take an additional course. In making out his registration card 
the nature of the fifth course is often determined by chance-. The 
fifth course is the one that occurs on the daily program of classes 
at an hour vacant on his schedule card. 

The fifth course is often a subject for which the applicant for 
registration has a dislike. It may he a choice between two or more 
subjects which he knows little and cary.s less. Laboratory fees 
may prevent Inn electing a fifth course more to his liking than the 
one he finally elects. 

Success in college, as a basis for this discussion, is defined 
as passing fifteen or more hours of college work wth an average 
grade of C or better. To graduate in the usual period of eight semes¬ 
ters a student must earn a minimum of one hundred twent-four 
hours of college credit with an average grade of ( or better. This 
means that a student who passes less than fifteen hours in a given 
semester or more hours with a grade of less than ( has failed the 
semester. If lie has a similar record for the other seven semesters 
he will fail to receive his degree. 

A few students have insufficient courage to select a fifth course. 
Tin- regulations permit a student to take as few as four courses. 
Sueh a student fails on registration day. Others select a fifth sub¬ 
ject but neglect to give suffeirnt time and attention to it. They 
either fail to make a passing grade for the semester or come to 
the office during the semester to he relieved.-from the course. Both j 
classes fail the semester.
